new settlements in the 
Saudi Arnoblan desert are 
preparing to slake what 
must be one of the most 
prodigious collective thirsts 
in the world. 

This thirst — requiring many 
hundreds of thousands of gal- 
ions of water a day to quench 
it — reposes in the throats of 
tens of thousands of camels be- 
longing to the numerous tribes 
of Bedouln nomads, 

The tribes are about to begin 
their summer evacuation of the 
desert hinterland — where tem- 
peratures will soon reach up to 
120 degrees F. and every vestige 
of moisture cvaporates — In 
pearch of more hospitable coun- 
try. 

For ctnturies, the nomads 
have sought such sanctuary in 
the fur-distant ond) verdant 
valley of the Euphratcsa But 
for the past five years or 50, 
urcy have enjoyed a “mira- 
culous" water supply virtually 
on their desert door-step, ‘ 


The drift 


They have had to travel no 
further than to any one of the 
four pumping stations — at 
Qaisumah, Ratha, Badanah and 
Turnif — that ure keeping the 
oil moving through the m hty 
1,000-mile Trans-Arabian Pipe- 
line System, To provide water 
fur the personnel manning the 
stations, the of] company optra- 
ting the pipeline drilled wells 
at ¢ach location — and offered 
to muke water avallable to local 
people. 

But in vo) desclate a place, 
populations are as restless ous 
the shifting sands themselves. 
And, naturally, they tend to drift 
to wherever they can = most 
casily satisfy their basic wants 
of ile. So when news of the 
man-made oases at the pipeline 
pumping - stations clreulated 
among the nomads, they con. 
vergtd on these sites by the 
thousands when the dry months 
set in, 

With as many as ten thousand 
camels, each able to drink 30 
gullom of watcr ut one session, 
and thousands of goats and 
sheep congregating at a single 
station, Water must be pumped 
day und night. It flows into 
vast drinking troughs—etach os 
larxe os an average swimming 
balh—so that hundreds cf camels 
can drink at the same thme. 

These watering places are 
avallable to the tribes until the 
fest rains revive the desert and 
they resume thelr wanderings. 

But -- arc this fs the most 
signifcan; cspect of the way of 
Hfe represented by the — water 
trough: slightly fewer tribes- 
men leave the se: lements ¢ach 
year than arriv.d at the begin- 
ning of the hot season. 


Opportunities 

In the bustling townships that 
have sprung up arcund the 
pumping stations, the Bedouins 
have giimpsed unexptcted 
opportunities of education—of 
Jecrning a skilled ce semi- 
‘Killed trade lending to cmploy- 
ment as mechanics, truck 
drivers, machinc-tool operators 
or bullding employees, 

They have seen how some 
men measure succefs in terms of 
stable businesses or secure, well- 
paid employment instead of in 
the number ef camels they may 
Possess, : 

More and mote of the younger 
generation of Bedcuins are ex~ 
changing the spartan monotony 
and hardship of nomadic life 
{cr steady work with the oll in- 
dustry or enterprises associated 
with it, 

Doubtless there will be many 
thousands of camels and their 
herdsmen collecting around the 
pumping stativns during many 
summers yet to come—for the 
old order changes slowly in the 
desert. Yet it is changing, all 
the same....

The real showdown will come 
in June, when there will be new 
elections jn Iceland, The Penta- 
gon, 1 know, is despondent over 
the future. For it sees the whole 
northein flank of NATO un- 
hinged, and Amrerica = igno- 
minliously forced out of this 
valuable northern base. 


And the Russians hold a good 
card in this base business. They 
turned themselves out of Pork- 
kala, their own bristling base 
near the Finnish capital of 
Helsinki, carller this year.

Temperature Tips On 


The Use 


Morgantown, W. Va. 
ie is no secret that eggs 

must be kept cold to 
retain their fresh qualities, 
but for success in cooking, 
homemakers nre_ often in 
doubt as to when the chill 
should be taken off the egg 
in udvance. 

Here are some temperature 
tips cited by specialists of the 
West Virginia University Agri- 
cultural Extension Service. 

1, A high-quality raw egg 
sctparates into white and = yollc 
most casily when it's 50 to 60 
degrees F. An cgg just out of 
the refrigerator Is so cold — that 
tls white clings to both shell and

yolk, making separation difficult. 
On the other hand, when = an 
egg warms up to 75 degreea F. 
or more, the yolk tends to flat- 
ten. 

2. For  cake-making, CEES 
should be at room temperature 
to combine well, 

3. Egg -whites whip more 
quickly and to ao greater volume 
when the chill Is off. The best 
whipping temperature ranges 
from: 04 to 77 degrees. 

4. For cooking in ,the shell, 
take the chill off the egg before 
it goes into hot water to avoid 
cracking. 

6 Hard-cooked eggs seem to 
separate mgst easily from shells 
when cold. As soon as they are 
cooked, cool rapidly jn cold 
truming water.—United Press.

This official farewell occurred 
recently in Londen at the style’ 
presentation which the Council 
and the International Wool 
Secretariat arrange cach year. 
For the next twelve months 
members of the Council, who 
work in London's Savile Row 
area, want tu see men adopt the 
Natural Line, Hero the malin 
trend is that jackets and coats 
will follow more closely the 
contours of the body. 


The presentation was yet an- 
other campaign to try and rid 
men's wear of slovenliness and 
bad taste; for instance, the com- 
bination, say, of duffle coat and 
bowler hat. Members af the 
Council, which, incidentally, was 
founded in 1946, claim that 
prominence should be given to 
men’s wear just as it is 
women's fashion; that, 
cally, o new look 
created for men as it is for 
women. 


PROTOTYPES 


Consequently, the Council's 
main object Is to try and estab- 
ish each year a men's wear 
Ilne for the next twelve months, 
in short, to present new ideas 
which the British wholesale field 
can copy and thus raise the 
standard of styling. There are 
signs that, to some degree, this 
is gradually being achieved not 
only in Britain but in Western 
Europe and other parts of the 
world as well. 


And remember, it is no easy 
task trying to mould fashion for 
men, It took a major war to rid 
Britain af the ¢rock coat, stiff 
high collars and buttoned boots 
os everyday wear. 


The male silhouette for 1956 
is neater and more natural, for 
the style changes presented 
the tailora include marrower, 
shorter lapels and tapored—but 
not “drainpipe’—trousers, with 
or_ without furn-UpE. 

Howover, as with women's

“Ploate do not kilt me and 1 
will give you the remedy you 
seek," The beys spared the deer 
und returned with the remedy 
which saved the chief's heir. 
When he was) cured the tribe 
Jeft the waters of the lake and 
weet to live oon the face of 
earth, But thelr god ‘Aruana’ 
remains under the lake in the 
shape of a fsb,” 


Tony and Plervette Ilved four 
months with = the Karacha 
Indiuris, hunted and fished with 
them, and visited the collective 
hut where adolescents are sent 
when they reach the age of tun 
untill they marry. 

Finally, they took thelr canoe 
and travelled another 300 miles 
inland to meet the Chavante 
Indians, 

They had to ge alene because 
no guide would follow them. 

The Chavantes had Killed two 
Salesian missionaries 20 years 
ago, Father Fuchs, a Swiss, and 
Father Sacillottl, un Itallan, and 
in 1946 six Brazilians led by the 
explorer Pimentel Barbosa, also 
died at thelr hands. 

The only man to retum, later, 
was a member of the Brazilian 
Service for the Protection of 
Indians, 

Tony and Pierrette describe the 
Chavante Indlans as among tho 
emote decent people we ever 
met.” 


IN CONTRAST 


For a month Tony hunted 
deer and topir with them with 
Stone Age implements and 
shared thelr grilled meat. 

Pierrette attended to domestic 
chores with the girls, plucked 
fowls and fetched wood. 

They both found thelr hosts, 
well bullt and courageous, honest. 
ond. straightforward but casily 
assailed ~ by discase, "An 
epidemic of influenza brought in 
from oo neighbouring — tribe, 
(generally of civilised origin) . 
may kill 20 people in a village 
of 200,” they said. 

Inter-tribal conflict also helps 
to decimate the population. 

In contrast to ‘the halt- 
civilised tribes among whom 
morals hava crumbled and 
commerce has started, Tony and 
Pierrette found that tribal rules 
are strictly complied with when- 
ever Indians are lett to them- 
solves. A caso in point js the 
marplage tmdition of. the 
Chavantes, 

“A man of .thls tribe marrics 
his whfe and all his wife's sisters 
simultanvously but beyond that 
he sticks to his yows—all other 
girls are taboo," they explained.
